John I. Beggs, president of the St. 
Louis Car Co. and former president of 
the North American Co. and the United 
Railways Co., is named as defendant in 
a suit for a $40,000 accounting filed by 
Annie R. Devoe of New York, in 
the St. Louis Circuit Court Wednesday. 

In her petition the plaintiff says that 
she “is now, and at all times herein- 
after mentioned, without a husband.” 

She, in her that 
in 1894 and thereafter Beggs, when 
in New York, made her home his home, 
and that as her only adviser he induced 
her to purchase a piece of real estate in 
New York and to place a $40,000 mort- 
gage on it in his name, promising to 
pay. her the interest and the principal 
on the mortgage when due. 

Beggs, she says, from time to time 
has advanced money to her, the total 


amount being about $22,000. The ac- 
counting asked for is to determine her 
title to the $40,000 mortgage and to de- 
termine whether money advanced to 
her by Beggs as her friend shall be 
deducted from it. 

She alleges that she first met Beggs in 
New York in 1893, and that he repre- 
sented himself to her as a man of large 
business experience. 

He also, she says, expressed the ut- 
most friendship for her, and by these 
representations secured her entire con- 
fidence and reliance ir his judgment. 

This confidence and affection in- 
creased, she said, when after 1894 Beggs 
made her home his when in New York. 
In 1894, she says, acting on Beggs’ ad- 
vice, she purchased real estate at 28 
West Twenty-fifth street in New York. 

At that time, she alleges, she had no 
other guidance, and Beggs would not 
permit her to take the advice of any- 
one else. He persuaded and insisted 
that she follow his council. 

Later, the petition says, the property 
sold for $93,000, the purchase price in 
part being paid by a second mortgage 
for $40,000. 

Beggs, she says, had advanced her 
$15,000 to make the original purchase, 
and he insisted that the mortgage be 
made in his name, but promised her the 
interest and full proceeds from it. 

In violation of her rights, she alleges, 
Beggs retained the entire $40,000 in his 
own name, 

J. Hamilton Lewis of Chicago, a for- 
mer Congressman, and Spencer and Don- 
nell of St. Louis are named on the pe- 
tition as Mrs. Devoe’s attorneys. 

Judge Selden P. Spencer of Spencer & 
Donnell said that he could tell nothing 
about Mrs. Devoe in addition to what 
was contained in the petition. He said 
that her home is in New York and that 
she is not now in St. Louis. 

When efforts were made to see Beggs 
at the St. Louis Car Co. office it was 
said that he was not there. Later he 
attended a meeting in the directors’ 
room of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 

A request for an interview with him 
was sent in at 2:30 p. m., and the an- 
swer came back that Beggs could not 
make a statement and could not be dis- 
turbed while the meeting was in prog- 
ress.

OPPOSITION CRUMBLES 


Decisions in Labor Cases Had 
Aroused Enmity to Him 
in Some Quarters. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 13.—Chancellor 


Mahlon Pitney of New Jersey today was 
confirmed by the Senate as Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


The vote was 50 to 26. 

The opposition to Chancellor Pitney 
crumbled during the first two hours of 
the Senate’s executive session and a 
vote was reached shortly after 2 p. m. 
Under the agreement reached last night 
the vote was scheduled for 4 o’clock, 
but the debate was briefer than ex- 
pected. 

Justice Pitney was Chancellor of the 
Supreme Court of New Jersey when ap- 
pointed to the higher bench by Presi- 
dent Taft. 

Objections to his elevation were made, 
principally by labor leaders, who said 
his decisions in strike and picketing 
cases were always in favor of the em- 
ployer and against the workers. Some 
of these decisions, it was shown, were 
made by his father, who also had been 
Chancellor of New Jersey. Others, 
which were written by the son, were 
made the basis of strong objection on 
the part of Democratic senators. 

Judge Hook of Kansas, Secretary Na- 
gel, Solicitor-General Lehmann and 
many others were considered for the 
successor to Justice Harlan before Pres- 
ident Taft mgenred deciding on Pitney.

Burglar Peers Over Roof as Po, 
licemen Enter, Then Slides 
Down Elevator Rope. 


HAD LOOT READY TO MOVE 


Three Patrolmen Climb Icy Fire 
Escape in Rear of 713 Wash- 
ington Avenue. 


An acrobatic burglar played “I spy”’ 
with three policemen in the five-story 
building at 713 and 715 Washington ave- 
nue before daylight Wednesday. While 
the patrolmen were ascending an ice- 


coated fire escape in the rear of the 
place, he was sliding down an elevator 
rope inside. The burglar finally was 
caught and he told how he had eluded 
them for two hours. 

At 3:40 a. m. Patrolman Arthur Schroe- 
der of the Carr Street District discov- 
ered the electric light over the back 
door of the J. F. Conrad Grocery Co.’s 
shipping rooms was out. 

He recalled that a week ago bur- 
glars had ransacked the building after 
turning out the alley light. He called 
Private Watchman Martin Ryan, and 
while the latter stood guard below, 
Schroeder climbed the grating of a fire 
door to see if the light had burned out 
or had been turned off. When he learned 
it had been turned off, he concluded 
burglars were in the building and sent 
Ryan for reinforcements. Schroeder 
crawled to the first landing of the fire 
escape and remained there until Seret. 
James King and Patrolman Antrim ar: 
rived. 

Burglar Peers Over the Roof, 

Meantime the burglar, who was ran- 
sacking the establishment of the Star 
Credit Clothing Co. on the second floor 
of the building, heard Schroeder mov- 
ing and ran to the roof and peered over 
the edge. There he awaited develop- 
ments. 
duet thie Wea Tie: wert the } 
escape, followed by Antrim and Schroe- 
der. On the fifth floor the shutters 
had been pried open and the window 
was smashed. The burgiar watched the 
policemen crawl into the building. 

At the skylight the burglar listened 
until he heard the policemen’ going 
downstairs, and then he entered the 
building and started for the open win- 
dow, but there he saw Watchman Ryan 
below. The policemen were searching 
the fourth floor. The burglar crawled 
into the elevator shaft and slid down 
the rope to the second floor. With 
the duplicate key he had used to open 
the door to the clothing companys 
quarters he locked the door and hid bs- 
neath a table. 

The policemen finally forced open the 
door to the Star company and with 
matches searched the clothing room. 
In the search Sergt. King narrowly es- 
caped falling into the elevator shaft, 
the burglar having left the gate open, 
Clothing Ready to Be Moved, 

Two hours after they had entered the 
building the policemen found the bur- 
glar’s hiding place and caught him. 
He at first pretended he could not 
speak English. When an interpreter 
was called to the Carr Street Station he 
began a conversation in English. The 
police found $200 worth of clothing, 
which had been piled up ready for re- 
moval from the building. 

At the police station the prisoner gave 
his name as Chris John. He said he is 
a Bulgarian and recently came here 
from Oklahoma. Later he said he had 
no home. He is 18 years old. 

He said he went to the store of the 
clothing company Tuesday afternoon 
and was refused credit. He then de- 
cided to steal, he said. John denied be- 
ing implicated in the previous burglary 
in which 10 suits and two overcoats 
were stolen from the credit company 
and a lot of groceries from the Conrad 
company. 

Sergt. King’s escape from falling into 
the elevator shaft reminded him of an 
experience his father, the late Sergt. 
James King, had in the same building 30 
years ago. The building at that time 
was occupied by a drug concern, ana 
four clerks slept on the fifth floor. Dis. 
covering the place on fire, King entered 
to rescue the clerks and fell into the 
elevator shaft, but his coat was caught 
by a protruding hook.

MISS CATHARINE LOUISE SOEKER. 
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Her Total $199,850, All in 
Notes and Deeds. 





Miss Catharine Louise Soeker of 4207 
Magnoha avenue gained the distinction 
Wednesday of having the largest per- 
sonal property tax assessment among 
St. Louis women. Her assessment is 
$199,850, all in notes and deeds of trust. 

The first inspection of the books, made 
Monday, caused the belief that Mrs. Ju- 
lia M. Walsh of 4341 Westminster place, 
with a personalty assessment of $103,992, 
headed the list of women wealthy in 
other things than real estate. But As- 
sessor Brinkop, after a closer examina- 
tion of the books, pointed out Miss Soe- 
ker’s name as leading all the rest. 

Miss Soeker inherited her wealth with- 
in the last year from the estate of her 
uncle, Charles Soeker, who died July §8, 
1910. An inventory of his property 
showed a valuation of $234,535, of which 
all but $135 was in notes. 

The estate, with the exception of $21,- 
000, was left to Miss Soeker, whom 
Charles Soeker named in his will as the 
daughter of his deceased brother, Fred- 
erick Soeker. The $21,000 was divided 
equally among six nephews and nieces, 
two of whom reside in Germany. 

Miss Soeker, not having been on last 
year’s tax lists, made no personal prop- 
erty tax return. Assessor Brinkop dis- 
covered her large holdings when exam- 
ining the Probate Court records, and 
entered his own assessment of the prop- 
erty in red ink on the tax books. As 
it is not customary to double the as- 
sessment of estates for which no return 
is made, Miss Soeker escaped this pen- 
alty, to which individuals are subject. 

The largest assessment of a St. Louis 
estate was made against the McMillan 
holdings. The trustees failed to make a 
tax return, and Assessor Brinkop esti- 
mated its property at $1,260,000 and 
placed that amount in red ink on the 
tax records. 

The estate of Louis Brinckwirth is 
assessed at $249,930 in°red ink by the 
Assessor. The property left by Mrs. 
Josephine Brinckwirth, who died a few 
nfonths after her husband, is valued 
at $61,600 on the Assessor’s books. That 
entry is also in red ink. No tax re- 
turn was made by the heirs, and the 
valuation was calculated from the rec- 
ords of the Probate Court. 


1000 ARABS KILLED 
IS ITALIAN REPORT 


RENGHAZI, Tripoli, March 13.—More 
than 1000 Arabs were killed and another 
1000 wounded in the stiffest encounters 
of the Turco-Italian war, according to 
Italian advices, when the Italians yes- 
terday stormed and occupied two bases, 
northeast of Fojat, which were strongly 
entrenched and held by a large force of 
Arabs. 

The Arabs defended their position with 
the utmost bravery, but were routed by 
the Italian troops at the point of the 
bayonet. 

More than four hundred Arab bodies 
were left on the battlefield and the 
Italian officers report that an enormous 
number were carried off by the retreat- 








ing enemy. 








SPENT FORTUNE IN 
SU-YEAR EFFORT 10 
UOLLECT $30,000 


A. H. Nicolay’ s Judgment 
Against St. Clair County Now 
Amounts to $155,550. 





A judgment given by a United States} 


court against St. Clair County, Mo., in 
1874, for $30,000, which. with principal 
and interest, has a face value of $1565,- 


550, will be sold at the east door of the 
courthouse in April io the highest bid- 
der for cash. 

Aside from recalling the historie fight 
of St. Clair County against the decrees 
of Federal courts, the sale of this judg- 
ment brings to light the strange story 
of A. H. Nicolay, who died in St. Louis 
April 9, 1910. Nicolay spent all his pri- 
vate income and 30 years of his life 
trying to collect the debt. 

When his effects were turned over to 
the public Administrator it was found 
the judgment was the only asset in the 
estate. And about that time St. Clair 
County began arranging to compromise 
on its outstanding claims, paying some 
of them at 50 ecents on the dollar. 

Order Made to Sell Judgment. 

The order to sell the judgment was 
made in the Probate Court Tuesday. It 
will be advertised in legal form for 10 
days before the Public Administrator 
puts it up at auction. 

Nicolay was a qulet, little oJd man. 
whose friends thought he was deluded 
when he insisted he would some day 
get his money out of St. Clair County. 
As repeated efforts to collect failed, he 
grew sensitive about the matter and dis- 
cussed it little. He staked all he had 
on the gamble that some day the claim 
would make him rich, 

No heirs could be found after his 
death. None ever has appeared to claim 
his estate. 

The $30,000 judgment was on some of 
the famous St. Clair County railroad 
bonds. In 1870 that county and others 
floated bonds for the Lebo & Neosho 
Railway, which never was built. The 
bonds were sold by the promoters and 
the buyers looked to the county to -e- 
deem them, 

Judges Hid in Caves. 

The county refused. Numerous suita 
were brought, among them the one on 
which this $30,000 judgment was cb- 
tained by Attorney John H. Overall In 
the Federal Court. The county judges 
refused to authorize the payment of the 
claims and were adjudged in contempt. 

For years the county judges were 
either in prison or hiding in tie wo ris, 
transacting county business in caves 
and forest recesses. More than 15 
county judges served jail sentences. The 
county paid their fines while they were 
in prison. Running for the office of 
County Judge in St. Clair County «ame 
to be looked upon as running /or «a 
term in prison. But imprisonment ,for 
this cause was considered a high hono- 
in the county.

Robbers Make Crew Help. 

The engineer was brought back to the 
side of the mail car and Messenger 
Trousdale and Mail Clerk Banks were 
forced to get out upon the ground, and 
then the bandits made the entire crew 
help cut the train and move the en- 
gine, mail and express cars forward a 
short distance. 

The express messenger and mail clerk 
then rifled their respective cars at the 
point of guns and under threats of in- 
stant death. 

Conductor Erkel, hearing a train in 
the distant rear, went back and had 
the train, a freight, stopped. From this 
point he put up the telephone always 
carried on trains, and summoned officers 
from Sanderson, 

By this time the robbers had driven 
the train half a mile westward and 
stopped around a curve. 

Appears to Give Signal. 

It was here that Trousdale proved he 
had the stuff of heroes in him. To the 
robbers he feigned to take the affair 
with apparent good nature and seemed 
the most docile catspaw for the robber, 
who stood over him, compelling him to 
rifle the packages and boxes. 

In the midst of his work he turned 
around and seemed to be signaling to a 
person behind his captor. For a fleet- 
ing instant the bandit took his eyes off 
Trousdale. The next moment Trousdale 
had seized the big ice mallet and killed 
the bandit, striking a crushing blow on 
the side of the head. Trousdale’s first 
ruse had worked. 

As the man lay inert Trousdale took 
up the revolver which had clattered to 
the floor and crouched near the wall of 
the car waiting for the attack of the 
other robber. 

He waited a long time, it seemed, for 
the bandit up in the engine had confi- 
dence In the other outlaw. Finally, 
growing uneasy, the engine guard 
Jumped quickly from the cab and ran 
back to the express car. 

Killed Second Robber, 

Trousdale barely heard his footsteps 
before the robber had rushed half way 
into the car. One shot killed the bandie. 
Trousdale quietly informed those of the 
crew waiting outside in the darkness 
that the holdup “was over.”’

Blood Leaves Surfaces of Body 


When One Is Displeased. 


CHICAGO, March 13.—Why does a 
person get cold feet? The cause is dis- 
pleasure, according to Prof. Walter Dill 
Scott of Northwestern University, who 
spoke before the Chicago Executives 
Club.

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BROKERS 
TO TELL OF THEIR 
TAXABLE HOLDINGS 


Financiers Who Make No Return 
Must Have Money and Prop- 
erty, Says Brinkop. 


. > 


A number. of St. Louis stock ¢x- 
change firms and money brokers, whose 
aggregate capital is said to excee’ 
$5,000,000, are to be called before the 
City Board of Equalization Monday, 4c- 
cording to the statement of Assessor 
Brinkop to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday. The Assessor wishes. to 
ascertain why many of these corpora- 
tiovis have made no return on their cap- 
ital stock and to establish the full ex- 
tent of their taxable holdings. 

He also wants to know what has be- 
come of the deeds of trust, bonds and 
other holdings of many real estate 
agencies. 

In the case of the A. G. Edwards 
Brokerage Co., which made no return 
to the Assessor, the assessment was 
fixed at. $1,250,000, or just double ths 
firm’s estimated holdings. 

“The capital stock of brokers and real 
estate corporations are taxable, with 
proper deductions allowed for their hold- 
ings in stocks and other’ property 
classed as exempt,” said Assessor Brin- 
kop. 

Capital Stock Is -Taxable. 
“This paid-in capital stock must be 
represented somewhere. If the money 
is paid in and is held in cash it is sub- 
ject to assessment and a proper return 
should be made to my office. If the 
capital stock has been invested in bonds 
or other taxable securities, it is subject 
to taxation. 

“Under a special section of the Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri relating to 
assessments, it is provided distinctly 
that banks, commission, rea] estate and 
other brokers must pay taxes on the 
amount of their capital stock.” 
In this connection, the Assessor ex- 
plained that individual owners of stock 
in domestic or foreign corporations are 
not subject to taxation on their stock 
noldings. Neither is the capital stock 
of the corporation directly taxable, ac- 
cording to Brinkop. : 
“The reason of this,” he says, “‘is 
that the taxes on stock of Missouri cor- 
porations are paid by the corporations 
in various forms. In the case of a pub- 
lic service corporation, the physical con- 
dition of the property, together with its 
franchise value is taxed, and also its 
manufacturing interests.’’ 

“Only those who hold its notes or 
bonds are required to pay taxes on 
the corporation’s securities. 


Railways Holders Exempt. 
For example, the United Railways Co., 


with a total capitalization of $103,000,090, 


ization at approximately $25,000,000. It 
has $45,000,000 of common and preferred 
stock and $58,000,000 of bonds. The bonds 
are taxable, but the stock is not. 

The holder of 1000 shares of United 


market valuation has $44,000 worth «of 
property, but the fact that the company 
has paid on its assessment by the State 
as well as through the merchants and 
manufacturers’ license levied by the city 
makes. his holdings exempt from taxa- 
tion. 

The city assesses the United Railways 
on its manufacturing plants and real es- 
tate holdings only. Its tax bill each 
year to the State and city combined is 
approximately $650,000, but if its bonda 
and stocks were assessed, as are bank 
stocks, on the basis of actual capitaliza- 
tion, its yearly tax bill would exceed 
$2,400,000. 

This applies also to the telephone and 
telegraph companies, the bridge com- 
panies,: gas and electric lighting cor- 
porations, including the Bell, Kinloch 
and St. Louis Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation. Mercantile corporations also are 
exempted in the same manner. 

“In the case of foreign corporations,”’ 
said Assessor Brinkop, ‘‘the Missouri Su- 
preme Court ruled recently that they 
also are exempted from taxation. This 
accounts for the disparity between some 
of the returns made by individuals this 
year as compared with 1910. The differ- 
ence, in .act, amounts to several mil- 
lions of dollars. The ruling of the high- 
er court was made in the case of the 
Lesser estate to enjoin the collection of 
taxes on $90,000 of foreign stock.

Neutrality Law, as Result 
of Appeal by Madero, to 
Prevent Border: Violations, 
and Preserve Peace With 
Republic. 


COMMITTEE ACTS 
QUICKLY ON REQUEST 


Resolution by Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, Follow- 
ing Conference With the 
Executive, Is Reported to 
the Upper Chamber. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—President 
Taft pointed out to members of the For- 
eign Relations Committee and the Texas 
congressional delegation at q@ conference 
at the White House today that the neu- 
trality laws of the United States were 
not specific enough and is reported io 
have said that uniess Congress enact- 
ed new meastires it would be difficult 
to preserve peace with Mexico. 

The President appealed to his callers 
to help him preserve peace by prevent- 
ing neutrality law violations and sug- 
gested that some steps be taken at once 
for the enactment of more adequate 
measures. The confernce was a direct 
result of the appeal of President Ma- 
dero that the United States put into 
effect a stricter neutrality in Texas. 

Resolution Adonted, 

After the conference the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations held 
meeting and framed a joint resolution 
whith would prohibit the shipment of 
arms from the United States into any 
state on the American continent which 
is in a condition of digorder. The reso- 
lution would impose heavy penalties, the 
intention being to make it immediately 
applicable to the Mexican situation. The 

ution, adopted unanimously in com- 
mittee, was reported to the Senate im- 
mediately. 

The resolution as adopted by the Sen- 
ate Committee was presented to the 
Senate by Senator Root, On hfs motion 
it was ordered to lie on the table and 
be printed, with the understanding that 
it would be taken up for action later. 

The resolution is an amplification of 
the, act of April 22, 1898, prohibiting the 
shipment of cgal and other articles used 
in jwar from seaports in the United 
States. The text of the resolution fol- 
lows: 

“Whenever ‘the President shall find 
that conditions of domestic violence ex- 
ist in any American country which are 
promoted by the use of arms or muni- 
tions of war procured from the United 
States, the President Is hereby author- 
ized, in his discretion and with such 
limitations and exceptions as shall seem 
to him expedient, to prohibit the export 
of arms or munitions of war from any 
place in the United States to such coun- 
try until otherwise ordered by the Presi- 
dent or ly Congress. 

“The shipment of any material pro- 
hibited by any such: proclamation shal! 
he munishable by fine not exceeding $10,- 
0) or imprisonment not exceeding two 
years, or both.” 

Arms for Revolutionists, 

Ambassador Martinez y Crespo had 
suggested to the President that the pres- 
ent Jaws were framed in the early part 
of the last century, when problems such 
as recently have arisen were not even 
dreamed of. Mexico, in effect, asked 
the United States to prevent shipments 
into the Southern Republic, notwith- 
standing their consignment as articles 
of @ommerce into points like Juarez, 
held by the rebels. Such a request is in 
conflict with the previous attitude of 
the United States that it could not inter- 
fere with the channels of commerce 
from one port of entry into another. 

Mexico contends, however, that when 

arms are obviously intended for revolu- 
tioni#ts and are certain to be used 
againat the recognized government, the 
duty of the United States as a neutral 
should be more specially outlined.

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LADY WARHICK 
SEES DAUGHTER 
IN PARLIAMENT 


Fighting Countess Says Every- 
where Tendency Toward In- 
dependence Is Growing.

NEW YORK, March 13.—Surrounded 
by her household gods, and very much 
of a goddess herself, Frances Evelyn, 
Countess of Warwick, received me in 
the drawing room of her suite in the 
Ritz-Carlton Hotel and talked of men# 
and women, of love and marriage and 
divorce; of suffrage and Socialism—in 
fact, of pretty nearly all’ the evils and 
all the remedies to which humanity is 
heir—or heiress. 

A long time ago, when the Countess of 
Warwick was Lady Brooke, English so- 
clety christened her ‘the babbling 
brook,’’ because, it was said, she, had 
told somebody, who told somebody ‘élse,, 
who told somebody else, of the famous 
baccarat game at Tranby Croft,. at 
which the then Prince of Wales was 
present and at which an English gen- 
tleman was accused of cheating. It 
was said, too, that Albert Edward never 
forgave Lady Brobke for the indiscre- 
tion attributed to her. 

But the late King’s photograph, signed 
“Albert Edward, 189,’ adorned the 
Countess’ writing desk in the Ritz- 
Carlton, and, so far as 1 could discover,

Her beauty might be called an apoth- 
eosized prettiness, for her features are 
small and extraordinarily regular.

The students pay reg- 
ular fees, and when they are competent 
we have no difficulty in finding positions 
for them as head gardeners.

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STEAM AND SMOKE 
CAUSE FEAR OF A 
VOLCANO ON CANAL 


Wood Dropped Into Fissures in 
Newly Turned Ground Is 
Charred Quickly. 


COLON, Panama, March 13—A rumor 
that excavation in the Culebra Cut may 
be uncovering a slumbering volcano, 
current for several weeks, recently 
reached the point, where it bade fair to 
interfere with canal operations. 

The fear had its 6Grigin in the fact 
clouds of steam and blue smoke have 
been rising from newly turned ground. 
In many of the fissures the temperature 
is so high that the hand cannot be 
held in them and every drill hole .a 
the affected area is tested with a ther- 
mometer before dynamite is poured in 
to prevent a premature explosion. Wood 
and other substances dropped into the 
cracks are charred quickly. 

The Canal Commission geologist, D. F. 
McDonald, says the phenomena are due 
to oxidation of pyrites and this explana- 
tion has been accepted, at least in 
part by the American workmen, al- 
though it by no means has allayed ap- 
prehension.

Rector Has Done No Work. 
But so far none have signified their 
tention of competing for the honors. Re- 
cently there was some talk that James 
Rector, the former University of Virginia 
sprinter, who finished second to Reggie 
Walker in the 1908 Olympics in London and 
who is now making his home in St. L.ouis, 
would again condition himself in an effort 
to make the team. 
However, the time is drawing near and 
Rector hasn’t pulled on his spikes to pre- 
pare for the test. He is now practicing 
law and hasn’t as much time to train as 
when he attended Virginia. 
Carl Forline, another sprinter, is conceded 
a chance to make the team, but he hagn’t 
showed an inclination to condition himself 
for the Chicago trials. Forline not so very 
long ago was the best 100 and 220 man in 
St. Louis and surely retains much, if not all, 
of his old fleetness. 

Nicholson Started at McKinley. 
But if Rp@for and Forline decline the is- 
sue and if none of the St. Louis distance 
men fare successfully in the Marathon race, 
it seems that St. Louis will have to look 
to John Patrick Nicholson, a former McKin- 
ley High boy, but now a student at Mis- 
souri University at Columbia. 

While Nicholson ranked well as a scho- 
lastic athlete while attending school in St. 
Louis, he didn’t develop fully until recently 
in Columbia. Now he ranks as one of the 
best high jumpers in the country. 

Joe Forshaw and Joe Erxleben stand out 
most prominently among the group of local 
runners who wil] enter the M. A, C. Mara- 
thon in an effort to make the trip. Both 
have been at the game several] years. In 
fact Forshaw has made two trips with 
American-Olympic teams. 

He went to Athens in 1906, but didn’t fare 
very well on the hilly Grecian course.

Belief in a fire-and-brimestone hell 
was declared to be “good for vulgar 
minds’ by Dr. Paul Carus of Chicago, 
editor of the Open ,Court, in his .ad- 
dress Wednesday morning at the Third 
Baptist Church before one of the sec- 


tions of the Religious Education Asso- 
ciation. 

Questions of the new religious thought. 
which the association has been accused 
of by some St. Louis ministers of try- 
ing to substitute for the accepted doc- 
trines, were discussed by Dr. Carus in 
his paper on ‘“‘The Minister as a Think- 
er.” He said in part: 

“The dogmatic stage of religion is 
perhaps an absolutely indispensable step 
in the development of religion, It seems 
that mankind must pass through this 
phase. 


Religion We Deserve. 
‘In observing the religious sentiments 


of myself and of others, I have gradual- 
ly come to the conclusion that everyone 
has the religion he deserves to have, 
or perhaps that everyone has the re- 
ligion he needs. 

‘For instance, a literal bellef in the 
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“1 chew Wrigley’s 
said the banker, “because it 
helps digestion.” 


“I chew it after smoking,” said 
the lawyer, “because it purifies 
my breath—prevents heartburn.” 


“I chew it,” said the dentist,

“‘Nor must we teach the child what the 
child’s ears are not yet fit to under- 
stand. There are different lessons to 
be taught to the girl of 12, and to the 
wife, and to the matron. Nor should 
we give meat to the babes. 


Question of Personality, 
“This consideration leads me to think 


that it might be wrong to cut the dog- 
matic phase of religion out of the life 
ot those who have not yet reached the 
higher and broader interpretation of 
the All-feeling of the soul, which at- 
tunes our sentiments to the All-lifg of 
the universe, 

“The religious needs of mankind re- 
main the same, but our comprehension 
grows. Thus the religion of the future 
will in all essentials remain the same, 
so far as the needs of our hearts are 
concerned, but it must adapt itself in 
externalities to the intellectual demands 
of the times, otherwise our religion will 
become inefficient. Above all, we need 
the light of truth, of genuine scientific 
truth, for science, as it appears in the 
well-assured results of scientific re- 
search, is ‘The true light which lighteth 
every man that cometh into the world.’ ”’ 

Suggests Best Pictures. 
In the section on Religious Art, held 
at St. Peter’s parish house, Prof. A. P. 
Hall of Drury College and the Rev. 
Frank O. Erb of Chicago, spoke 
Wednesday morning. Dr. Erb said in- 
quiry had shown that the familiarity 
of. most persons with religious art dates 
from the Sunday School room. He sug- 
gested, as the three best pictures for 
such a room, the Sistine Madonna, Hof- 
mann’s “Christ among the Doctors’’ 
and “Sir Galahad.” Next to these in| 
desirability, he said, were ‘“‘noble Na- 
ture pictures,’’ great pictures of com- 
mon life such as “‘The Angelus,” and 
the portrait of some great and good 
man. 
President C. M. Bishop of Southwest- 
ern University, Georgetown, Tex., spoke 
at the Y. M. C. A. building on “Re- 
sponsibility of Denominational Institu- 
tions for the Preparation of Leaders.” 
Prof. Solon C. Bronson of Garrett 
Bible Institute, Evanston, IIl., speaking 
at the Grand Avenue Presbyterian 
Church on “Training Preachers,” said 
that, in future, “‘instead of a single man 
there will be a group of workers in con- 
nection with the local church, or in case 
of smaller churches, in connection with 
groups of churches. The pastor-leader is 
the first in importance, and his training 
would imply care of a pastorate under 
the professorial supervision of the semi- 
nary. Local conditions of actual con- 
gregations would thus be studied, prog- 
ress for local work wrought out, and the 
men held closely to the carrying out of 
these programs. 
“Other forms of this differentiated 
ministry are the ministry of social sery- 
ice, and the educational ministry. The 
training for the first of these must be 
settlement or related work. The sec- 
ond, the educational minister, would 
find his laboratory in actual field work 
in Sunday schools and other educationa] 
praxis.”’ 

Boy Scouts His Theme. 
‘‘Boy Scouts,’’ formed the subject of 
an address at the First Congregational 
Church Wednesday afternoon by F. A, 
Crosby of Chicago, city director of 
boys’ work for the Y. M. C. A. He 
spoke of the Boy Scout movement as ‘‘q 
scheme to hold the adolescent boy, sci- 
entific and adaptable in its nature and 
appeal.”’ 
At the Third Baptist Church, Wednes- 
day afternoon, the Rev. William _§ T, 
Patchell of San Jose, Cal., spoke on 
“The Minister as an Educational Lea4- 
er."’ He declared the minister the pre- 
eminent educator, and said: 
‘The old New England meeting house, 
with its stern insistence on God, gave 
birth and direction to democracy and 
to more and greater social reform than 
all our modern methods. We leave the 
church and work outside: whereas the 
tap root of all social re-creation is wor- 
ship and education within the church.” 

Speakers at the Odeon Wednesday 
night will be Prof. Francis G. Peabody 
of Harvard University, President A. 
Ross Hill of the University of Missouri, 
Charles S. MacFarland, secretary of tho 
Federal Council of Churches, and Pres- 
ident Frank K. Sanders of Washburn 
College, Topeka, Kan.

Of half a dozen letters sent us by Roosevelt 
advocates, perhaps one received several days ago 
and containing the following states the case 
most pointedly and briefly: 

It seems strange to me that a paper so 

fearless and independent as the Post-Dispatch 
has been should now desert the cause of 
the people and ally itself with all the reac- 
tionary forces in the land and fight Theodore 
Roosevelt. No matter what he was, he is now 
the foremost champion of those reforms which 
seek to make this country a government of 
the people in fact as well as game, 
Two mighty forms of protest furnished initia- 
tive and still supply impetus for the progressive 
movement. One of these protests was directed 
against bossism—bossism in Congress, bossism 
in the state, bossism ix the congressional dis- 
trict and in the city. Many new features in gov- 
ernment, some of them of questionable quality, 
which are pressed for adoption are not an end in 
themselves. They are urged as a means to the 
end of destroying bossism and unwarranted as- 
sumptions of power, of whatever nature. 

So far is Mr. Roosevelt from being a “fore- 
most champion” in this great protest that he 
himself has been one of the most daring, adroit 
and dangerous bosses with which government by 
the people has ever had to deal in this country.

What boss has been more dictatorial, arbitrary 
and despotic than Boss Roosevelt?

MRS. RAWN RECEIVES 
$20,000 INSURANCE 


Compromises Four Accident 
Cases and Still Has Five 
Suits in the Courts. 


Mrs. Florence Rawn has compromised 
four insurance suits against accident 
companies on account of the death of 
her husband, Ira G. Rawn, who was 
found dead at his home in Chicago in 
July, 1910. The cases settled were on 
policies of $10,000 each. The settlement 
was made on the basis of 50 per cent. 

Mrs. Rawn has five other suits pend- 
ing against accident companies in the 
St. Louis Circuit Court. Rawn carried 
accident policies totaling $135,000. The 
companies declined to pay, on the 
ground that he killed himself. The 
widow asserted there was evidence he 
had been shot by a burglar. 

Rawn was president of the Monon 
tailroad and had been a director of the 
lilinois Central. At the time of his 
death an investigation of expenditures 
made by the Illinois Central, in which 
Rawn was concerned, was under way. 
Mrs. Rawn sued in the Illinois and Mis- 
souri courts for the insurance. Unsuc- 
cessful efforts were made by the com- 
panies to enjoin her from prosecuting 
the litigation. Her local counsel is the 
law firm of Judson & Green.

IT 1S CHRONIC PARANOIA

That the Kimmel claimant, known as 


Andrew J. White, a nex-convict, is a 


paranoiac, possessed of a dual person- 
ality, and that that accounts, scientific- 
ally, for his assertion that he is George 
A. Kimmel, the missing banker, is the 
opinion of Dr. Edward Francis Brady 
who observed the claimant in court 
during the recent insurance and identity 
suit and was called as an expert wit- 


ness by the plaintiff. 

Dr. Brady Tuesday night gave the re- 
sults of his observation of the Kimme: 
claimant to the members of the St. Loui: 
Society of Medical Research at the 
Marquette Hotel. 

Chronic Paranoia. 

“White now is suffering from a 
chronic paranoia, which is a scientific 
explanation for his assumption that he 
is Kimmel,’”’ Dr. Brady said. He con- 
stantly referred to the claimant as 
White, but admitted the possibility that 
the man sincerely believes he is Kim- 
mel. 

“Each one of us has his personality, 
his consciousness, which makes up the 
total of moral and physical facts that 
characterizes him,’’ Dr. Brady said, 
“but there are morbid states that alter 
this consciousness and thereby give to 
the person so afflicted the impression of 
being double. 

Dual Consciousness, 

“The existence of dual consciousness 
is found in somnambulism, _ epilepti: 
and ambulatory automatism, and othe: 
forms of insanity. In induced or spon- 
taneous somnambulism there is an al- 
ternating state; part of the time the 
person is in his objective or norma!) 
mental state, representing one ego; pari 
of the time this objective consciousness 
is submerged or passed into somnam- 
bulistic consciousness. 

“The facts of the normal state are 
known with full particularity by the 
somnambulistic consciousness, but the 
normal consciousness has no knowledge 
of the subconscious life. 

‘In epileptic or ambulatory autom 
atism, such as affected White, a ne\ 
personality is developed as a result o 
profound amnesia, or loss of memory 
through which the facts of ordinary life 
environment and civil state are lost 
Sometimes retroactive amnesia is de- 
veloped and tne result is that memory 
of all facts before the seizure is abol- 
ished 

“A new name is assumed and the indi 
vidual transacts the Lusiness of his dail) 
life intelligently. Sometimes, but not al. 
ways, memory is restored, after a vary- 
ing period and the patient recalls hi: 
idenwry. 

Not Ordinary Insanity. 

“In ordinary insanity patients often 
imagine that they are some other per- 
sonality, but there is no merging of 
the ego. In paranoia, however, there 
ig an actual transformation of person- 
ality and the patient actually believes } 
himself to be the personage whom his 
false logic or verbal or mental sugges- 
tion of hallucination tells him that he 
is. He conducts himself in accord with 
this mental concept. 

“The cases of John Alexander Dowie, 
who lost himself in the character of Eli- 
jah, the Second; Duestrow, who sub- 
merged his original personality in that 
of a German general, and the case of 
Andrew J. White, who claimed to be the 
missing banker, Kimmel, are all in-] 
stances of this form of paranola. 

Strange Forgetfulness. 

“White, when he entered Gowanda 
State Hospital and later was transferred 
to Matteawan, suffered from Korsa- 
koff’s psychosis, a poly-neurotic psy- 
chosis brought on by 
cases. The symptoms commonly mark- 
ing this are forgetfulness of time and 
place, disturbances of the memory, a 
state in which words are remembered
